paradise above. ‘Therefore did we still. launch them forth with 
the shont of triumph, saying, as they pass from our sight, 
t Blessed, blessed are the dead that die in the Lord.” 

What precisely might be their mission or their service there 
or here was not to us revealed ; but as memory and affection 
never die, we know that they have thought and affection still 
for us, even as we for them ; and if they could serve us no other- 
wise than by thus drawing us by such sweet attraction whither 
they ure gone, and 60 sugzesting to our minds all that is pure, 
awl holy, and abiding, then even for us their departure was a 
gain. Still, like stars beaming tbrough the night, they cheered 
cur dreary pügritnage, and inspired us to run with patience the 
race that is set before ns. Beyond all doubt, they did perform 
for us a service growing out of moro intimate relations, and 
leading to greater issues than we can venture to define in words ; 
but only this we know—that if, when bere with all their imper- 
fevtions they were to usa help and a joy, now that. they arc 
perfected they surely can be uo less. But it was the services of 
angels and men ordained and constituted in a wonderful order, 
that the festival of this day more especially commemorated. 
Who, then, and what, were the angels, their order and their ser- 
vice? Jf this question were one of mere speculation, it would 
at least be cqual in dignity to that which employs the minds of 
sages in questions about the inferior creations of God. If 
the highest genius of the uges might exhaust its function upon 
un insect or a worm—if (he museums of science might. display, 
as the choicest store of all their gleaning, the recovered fossil of 
an extinct life—if the great heart of man might thrill with new 
joy at the discovery of a lost. hone, or the appliance of a new 
force—surelv, it would not be unworthy of us if we lifted our 
minds to the creations that are above, and explored, among the 
reecsacs of Ihat giat eternity, for the ordens that ascend from 
the sinner that here prays to the seraph that there adores aud 
burns Aud if, as Jesus aith, when we pass these. boundaries 
of time amd sense, we became like unto the angels—if our cnd- 
le future was to be among them and of them, and they 
were even uow our guardians and eur brothers—surcly, it 
was not a vain question, who and what are they? " But,” 
continaed the reverend] preacher, "' for us, my brethren of the 
elergy, it hath a special significance, in that we acknowledge, in 
the Collect for the day, that God hath ordained and constituted 
the nervices of nugel: and men in a wonderful order.” 


But this view is familiar, and [ need not dwell upon it. Their 
services in the kingdom of nature and of Providence are, as | 
said, incidental, resulting from that law which puts, for the 
present, all created things under the government of him who 
governs the church. So that his angels are his servants there, 
as really ax within the sacred enclosure—the divine ecclesia 
here. And so we find their footsteps, we hear thoir voices, we 
see their working hands, in all the mysteries of nature and tho 
events of Providence.” 

At this point, the preacher adduced Scripture evidence to 
show that their agency in Providence is that of suggestion to 
the minds of men, and of performing visible, palpable acts ; in 
which connection he quoted passages from the writings of Char- 
les Wesley and Bishop Hall. He then continued hy saying, 
that there is less difficulty in seeing and acknowledging the min- 
istry of angels in the events of Providence than in nature. It 
was among the mysteries of redemption, that he who redeems 
the world must be the maker and the governor of it und all that 
is therein ; so that there might be no element or power that 
should thwart his purpose, or disobey his will. Under this va. 
pacity the powers of nature became his subjecta and his servants. 
It was n great question in our day, when the most bold and 
active intellects are absorbed in the study of nature, What ure 
these powers ? So marvelous, so astounding were the phenom- 
ena every day revealed, that men had unconsciously, and in the 
very hoast of superior illumination, fallen buck to the wondering 
simplicity of early heathenism, and worshiped nature as an un. 
known God, or rather as gods many and lords many ; or else, 
giving to mutter its own eternity and its own law, the fool had 
said in his heart, “ There is no God." — Pantheism or Atheism, 
therefore, being, as was enpposed, largely the product of natural 
studies, men saw the great Spirit disintegrated, broken up into 
endless fragments und seattered rays, so that in tho poctio senti- 
mentalism of some—

or else, in the lunguage of a bald and hopeless atheism, what is 
termed spontaneity of nature was the sole cresting power of the 
universe, Much of the error whieh exists in this rezpect lie 
thought might be traced to that Sadducecian which does not 
believe in angels us present and active powers. After continn- 
ing his remarks upon this portion of his subject for a short time, 
he closed with a very eloquent sud stirring address. to his breth- 
ren of the clergy, dwelling particularly upon the encouragement 
and comfort they might derive in the discharge of their sacred 
duties, from the fhet that. they are nesoriated, in the ministry of 
reconciliation, with the Lord of glory aud oll his boly angels; 
and upon the nece-sity of the utmost faithfulness in their high 
calling, in order that they might be worthy of such exalted cam- 
panionship, 


In describing the nature and services of angels, he adopted

Me 
was in Bo-ton at the thine, and of course was not present at tlie Confer- 
enoe to make the statement, which ho thinks bis duty ton great canse 
requires bim to make now. He is not willing the impression elonld 
obtain here, or with the readers of the Senaroan Treeeuraru through- 
out L.e country, that he is a sort of spirl'nal autocrat wlioae * ruling.”

truth i», we dave no ruler, We have no parliamentary forms and no 
President, aud never bave bul, All the force there in in his, or nny 
other inub'4 ruling’ another out of order, is derived from its being 
the expression of the undoubted sense of the Conference. 

Mr. Paxtripan said : The question refers of courze, to communica 
tions from Spirits, and inquires for the cause of alleged error. There 
feans'ural, and therefore inevitable similarity in all mental. phenain- 
ena. Henco the dificully of discriminating in all cases between ideas 
derived froin Spirits und from persons in the body, It In maintained by 
the experimenters in mesmncriem, that one mind can influcuce another, 
and i] this be so, thea communications embracing facts or events within 
the knowledge or ability to know, of a person iu this life, cun uot with 
any certainty be ascribed to Spirite. If thia power of psychical impres-ion 
really belonga to the earthi-life, it will account for much of the error 
ascribed to Spirita. It is al-o to be considered that word-commuuica- 
tions as between each other are often made with great difficulty ; that 
is to say, the man we are addressing not uufrequently gets an entirely 
different idea from what we menn to convey. 1t is a common occur- 
rence in our daily intercourse to find to our chagrin that what we bad 
deemed a plain matter-of-fact statement ou onr part, bas been alte 
gether misinterpreted ; und if this difficulty appertalus to oral corninu- 
nications between mortals, it is a fair presumption that it must be en- 
hanced Instead of diminished, when one of the parties to a communica 
tion bas pussed from the present life, uud is obliged by the laws of the 
new coudition to adopt a uew mode of communicating. The word 
Intercourre, in this case Ix, so to speak, through an intezpreter ; we do 
not eee the motion of the lips, nor bear the voice of the friend who is 
wldreesing us; there it a madiatur in the case, who stands for our 
friend, and is obliged to translate as well as to trunsfer bis meaning. 
Now, It {s to be noted that we can not. very eusily, If at ull, ecparate 
oureclver from our own cheriehed affections, whether appertaining tu 
opinioas or property. We carry our own intercals, real or supposed, 
with ua, and this nccessity of the sell boud cutergipto-omgt sie 
to, all we say or do, und oftea unconsoioualy perverts our medluniship, 
aud translates the messuge we have und. ituken to deliver, into worde 
which square with our own opinions, That we are thus liable to be 
awayed by our own interests, is seen in our. wouey disputes with vach 
other. Iu those cuxeg where we are noxious that Justice und right 
should prevail, we are afraid to trust ourrelyes, knowing how judg- 
ment may be, biased by interest; we refer the matter in dirpute to 
umpires, who are rupposed to be free from this bias Must nut this 
law hold everywhere? — 16 so, then we bave unotler fruitful source of 
error in vei bal communications with Spirits through mediums, Then, 
it ls rational to suppose that all mediums ure not equally oxpert, or 
allike ndapted to the idiosyncracies of the Spirit desiring to communi:

their relations Jo self—tu practical life—to the Spirit-warld, 
and to the right exercise of the social und filial affections, As 
this moment twenty-five ure sitting in onr room writing to 
their friends.
